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A  SKETCH 


OF  THE 


HISTORY  OF  THE  BOSTON  SOCIETY  OF  THE  NEW 
JERUSALEM. 


Mr.  James  Glen  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  first  avowed 
advocate  of  the  Heavenly  Doctrines  in  this  country.  He  deh'v- 
ered  some  lectures  in  riiiladelphia  in  the  year  1784  ;  and  tra- 
velled in  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  and  Kentucky,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  the  doctrines  known.  He  also  gave  lectures  on 
these  doctrines  at  the  ''Green-Dragon  Tavern,''  Boston, — 
probably  not  long  after  this  period  ;  for  shortly  after  his  lec- 
tures in  Philadelphia,  travels  in  Pennsylvania,  &c.,  he  took  a 
voyage  to  Europe,  and  tlience  went  to  Demarara,  where  lie 
resided  till  his  death.  A  very  few  of  the  earliest  receivers  of 
the  doctrines,  in  this  city,  are  believed  to  have  obtained  some 
of  the  writings  of  Swedenborg^  directly  or  indirectly,  through 
him. 

Rev.  William  Hill,  from  England,  visited  this  country  in  1704, 
and  again  in  179G  ;  after  which  he  remained  in  the  country  till 
his  death  in  1804.  He  resided  in  Dedham,  and  also  in  Brigh- 
ton ;  in  the  latter  town,  occupying  the  house  which  was  since  the 
abode  of  the  late  Noah  Worcester,  D.D.  He  visited  Wrentham 
and  other  neighboring  places.  His  business  was  to  preach,  and 
to  distribute  New-Church  books  as  he  had  opportunity.  He 
presented  the  ''Arcana  Coclestia"  and  a  number  of  the  smaller 
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works  of  Swedenborg,  in  Latin,  to  the  College  Library  at 
Cambridge.  Besides  making  a  favorable  impression  on  the 
public  mind  in  regard  to  himself  personally,  a  small  number 
were  led  by  his  labors  to  become  receivers  of  the  Heavenly 
Doctrines. 

In  the  winter  of  1814-15,  Mr.  Samuel  Worcester,  an  elder 
brother  of  Mr.  Thomas  Worcester,  met  with  some  of  the  writ- 
ings of  Swedenborg  in  Dedham  ;  and,  having  become  convinced 
of  their  truth,  he  was  very  active  in  seeking  out  and  collectiug 
together  those  in  Boston  and  vicinity  who  were  acquainted  with 
them.  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  1817,  at  the  residence 
of  Mrs.  Margaret  II.  Prescott,  on  Washington  Street.  Mr. 
Joseph  Roby  made  a  prayer  and  took  the  lead  on  the  occasion. 
They  met  generally  once  a  fortnight,  and  spent  the  time  in 
conversation  and  in  reading  the  writings  of  Swedenborg,  Mr. 
Clowes*s  sermons,  or  otlier  publications  on  the  doctrines.  The 
day  was  usually,  if  not  always,  Saturday, 

It  is  on  record  that  "  this  Society  was  collected  and  formed 
in  April,  1817."  "  Mr.  Samuel  Worcester  was  chosen  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  and  instructed  to  address  letters  to  the 
societies  in  England  and  at  IMiiladelphia."  This,  however,  was 
only  an  informal  collection  of  any  who  were  interested  in  the 
writings.  There  is  no  record  of  the  meetings  from  this  time 
till  tlie  2d  of  August,  1817;  at  which  date  we  find  a  list  of  the 
names  of  twenty-one  individuals  who  had  attended  the  meetings. 
It  is  added,  — 

"  This  list  comprises  all  the  members  who  have  ever  met 
at  Mrs.  Prescott's.  Many  of  those  have  attended  but  once 
or  twice.  This  day,  a  considerable  number  uf  the  members 
assembled  at  the  usual  hour,  —  eleven  o'clock,  A.]\r.  The  meet- 
ing was  opened,  and  Dr.  Mann  was  chosen  Moderator ;  after 
Avhich,  according  to  our  custom,  tlie  Lord's  Prayer  was  repeated. 
The  explanation  of  the  parable  of  the  unjust  judge  was  then 
read.'^  "  Mr.  Hancock  remarked  to  the  meeting,  that  he  liad 
received  a  number  of  books,  for  the  use  of  the  Society,  from 
]\Ir.  Schlatter  of  Philadelphia. 
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^^Resolved  unanimoiishj ^  Tliat  these  books  be  considered  and 
established  as  the  basis  of  a  library  for  the  use  of  the  Society, 
and  of  such  persons  as  the  Society  thinks  proper  to  lend 
them  to. 

^''Resolved  unanimously^  That  Mr.  Hancock  be  permitted  to 
present  the  following  of  the  above  books  to  his  friends  ;  viz., 
'Doctrine  of  Life,'  and  'Doctrine  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures.' 

^''Resolved  unanimousJy^  That  Mrs.  Prescott  be  appointed  to 
take  charge  of  the  remainder  of  the  books  as  Librarian." 

This  meeting  Avas  adjourned  to  the  liouse  of  Dr.  ]\[ann, 
where  they  were  frequently  held  afterwards. 

At  the  meeting  on  the  27th  of  the  following  month,  it  was 
proposed  to  adopt  a  different  order  of  exercises  ;  and  it  was  at 
length  agreed,  that,  in  future,  the  religious  exercises  should 
succeed  each  other  in  regular  order,  without  intermission.  The 
following  order  was  then  read  and  recommended:  viz.,  1st, 
Ps.  Ixvi. ;  2d,  Lord's  Prayer  ;  3d,  Writings  of  Swedenborg  ; 
4th,  Isa.  xii. ;  5th,  Prayer  from  St.  Chrysostom  ;  Gth,  Intelli- 
gence, discussions,  and  such  business  as  requires  the  attention 
of  the  whole  meeting. 

^^Resolved  unan  lmoushj^  That  this  order  of  exercises  be  adopted 
by  this  meeting. 

^'Resolved^  That,  during  the  exercises,  there  shall  be  no  con- 
versation between  individuals." 

Again  :  it  is  recorded,  that,  on  Christmas  of  the  same  year, 
"but  a  small  number  attended  the  meeting,  the  weather  being 
unfavorable.  Unexpectedly,  and  to  our  great  astonishment, 
Miss  Hannah  Adams  came  to  attend  the  meeting.  It  was 
thought  best  by  the  Committee  to  reduce  the  exercises  to  the 
lessons  from  Scripture;  which  was  done.  We  felt  unpleasantly 
from  having  company,  and  the  time  was  passed  less  liap])ily 
than  on  many  former  occasions." 

Mr.  Thomas  Worcester,  then  an  undergraduate  in  Harvard 
University,  had  commenced  reading  the  works  of  Swedenborg 
in  the  summer  of  1816.  He  was  led  to  seek  for  the  books  in 
the  College  Library ;   and  they  were  discovered,  not  in  the 
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great  library,  but  in  a  room  well  known  at  tliat  time  as  the  Col- 
lege Museum,  in  the  company  of  stuffed  monsters  and  other 
natural  curiosities  ;  and  had  probably  been  regarded  with  simi- 
lar feelings. 

In  the  summer  of  1818,  public  meetings  were  contemplated, 
and  it  was  determined  that  the  society  should  be  organized/'  A 
report  of  the  Standing  Committee  is  found  on  file,  in  which  it 
is  recommended  that  no  person  should  be  excluded  from  tlie 
meetings,  but  that  the  Society  should  keep  open  doors.  Said 
Committee  also  recommended  an  order  for  public  w^orship, 
and  that  a  "leader"  be  appointed  to  perform,  and  that  Mr. 
Thomas  Worcester,  soon  to  graduate  from  the  University  ot 
Cambridge,  should  be  that  leader  ;  also  that  all  the  members 
prepare  compositions,  to  be  read  at  the  meetings  as  a  part 
of  the  religious  instruction.  All  these  resolutions  were 
adopted. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  summer,  much  was  said  about  com- 
ing out  openly  before  the  world,  and  having  meetings  in  some 
public  hall.  The  Society  did  not  all  agree  in  this  ;  but  it  was 
finally  determined,  some  time  in  the  month  of  July,  to  send  Mr. 
Thomas  AVorcester  to  Philadelphia,  to  visit  the  Society  there, 
and  be  licensed  to  preach.  Mr.  T.  Worcester  was  on  the  point 
of  embarking,  when  a  gentleman  from  Philadelphia  arrived  in 
Boston,  and  informed  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Carll,  pastor  of  the 
society  in  Philadelphia,  was  then  on  a  mission  to  Xew  York 
and  other  places.  It  was  immediately  resolved  to  send  a  letter 
to  Mr.  Carll  at  New  York,  and  to  request  him  to  make  Boston 
on  his  way,  and  to  organize  this  Society  into  a  Church  ;  which 
was  done  Aug.  15,  1818." 

It  may  be  good  for  those  of  the  present  day  to  remember  the 
doubts  and  the  darkness  of  that  hour,  when  a  handful  of  men 
and  women,  some  of  whom  had  at  first  read  the  writings  of 
Swedenborg  only  in  privacy  and  by  stealth,  were  debating  the 
question,  whether  in  the  face  of  this  community  and  of  the  world 
they  should  declare  their  firm  conviction  of  the  truths  of  the 
New  Jerusalem.    It  was  an  occasion,  without  doubt,  which 
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awakened  tlie  deadliest  hostility  of  the  evil  spirits  wlio  had 
access  to  their  minds.  The  finger  of  scorn  and  of  derision  was 
held  up  before  them.  The  prospect  of  an  easier,  smoother 
path  was  presented.  Suggestions  were  not  wanting,  that  the 
cause  of  truth  might  be  jeopardized  by  one  rash,  fiilse  step. 
But,  with  the  help  of  God,  their  strength  was  equal  to  the 
emergency.  The  resolution  was  taken,  and  taken  aright ;  and 
the  divine  blessing,  which  was  then  vouchsafed,  has  reached 
ns  —  even  us  —  through  tlie  long  succession  of  events  which 
have  followed.  The  steady  increase  and  growing  prosperity  of 
the  Church  leave  us  room  to  hope,  humbly,  that  the  work  was 
rightly  begun. 

The  number  who  were  first  organized  into  a  Church  was 
twelve,  whose  names  are  the  first  twelve  on  the  annexed  list. 
Others  were  soon  added ;  and  the  number  has  continued  to  in- 
crease, with  little  or  no  intermission,  to  the  present  time.  The 
following  is  from  the  records  :  "  The  resolutions  passed  by  the 
Society  for  the  purpose  of  sending  for  Mr,  Carll  are  kept  on 
file,  containing  the  names  of  the  persons  who  signed  them ;  being 
fourteen  in  number.  Two  of  these  happened  not  to  be  present 
when  Mr.  Carll  organized  the  Society  into  a  Church.  It  should 
also  be  understood,  that  the  measure  was  not  united  in  by  all 
who  had  previously  attended  the  meetings  and  declared  their 
firm  belief  in  the  doctrines.  Had  all  united,  the  number  would 
probably  have  exceeded  twenty.  The  idea  of  coming  out  openly 
and  boldly  before  the  world,  and  declaring  a  belief  in  doctrines 
so  novel,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  tlie  world,  absurd,  and  also  of 
having  them  publicly  preached,  was,  by  some,  tliought  to  be 
of  too  great  magnitude  and  importance  to  be  undertaken  by 
such  small  numbers  ;  and  though  there  existed  in  the  minds  of 
individuals  no  doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  declaring  their  belief 
publicly  to  the  world  and  having  the  doctrines  taught,  yet 
doubts  did  exist  as  to  the  proper  time  of  doing  it.  jSiv.  Carll 
preached  the  next  day  (being  Sunday),  after  organization,  at 
Boylston  Hall,  and  also  administered  the  sacrament  of  the 
Supper.    The  luiU  was  crowded  with  attentive  hearers,  and 
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the  hearts  of  the  members  beat  high  with  ghidness.  This  was 
a  day  long  to  be  remembered.''  * 

The  Boston  Society  was  the  first  society  of  the  New  Church 
that  was  organized  in  New  Enghmd  ;  and  the  pastor  of  this 
Society  has  officiated  at  the  organization  of  the  others,  with 
few  exceptions. 

After  a  few  weeks,  the  Society  removed  to  a  small  hall  in 
Pond  Street,  now  Bedford  Street,  and  worslilppcd  there  for  more 
than  a  year :  they  then  returned  to  Boylston  Hall,  and  con- 
tinued to  meet  there  till  November,  1821. 

In  1820,  it  appears  that  a  Committee  was  appointed  to 
draft  laws  for  the  "  external  order  and  discipline  of  the 
Church;"  and  that,  in  1820  and  1821,  tlie  Society  was  much 
occupied  in  considering  them,  and  that  tliey  were  finally 
adopted.  They  were  printed  at  the  time.  They  are,  however, 
not  found  on  the  records  ;  and  were  afterwards  annulled,  with 
the  exception  of  the  rules  laid  down  in  the  eighteenth  chapter 
of  Matthew.  The  Society  has  since  had  no  other  laws  for  its 
government  or  constitution,  beyond  the  Articles  of  Faith  signed 
by  all  the  members  on  joining  it,  and  a  few  standing  rules 
adopted  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  or  necessity  required. 

About  this  tima,  and  previous  to  it,  the  subject  of  rebaptism 
was  much  discussed,  and  con€lusions  arrived  at,  intellectually, 
unfavorable  to  its  use  or  necessity.  These  conclusions  have 
since  been  overruled  or  reversed  by  the  life  of  the  Society. 
With  very  few  exceptions,  those  who  adopted  them  felt  the 
importance  subsequently  of  receiving  this  sacrament.  In  seve- 
ral cases,  parents  were  baptized  at  the  time  their  first-born 
child  was  ofiered  for  baptism ;  and  now  for  many  years, 
although  there  has  never  been  any  established  rule  on  the  sub- 
ject, all  who  have  desired  to  join  the  Society,  and  Avho  had  not 
been  previously  baptized  in  the  Ncav  Church,  have,  of  their 
own  free  choice,  received  this  ordinance. 


*  The  preceding  pages  are  mostly  taken  from  an  Address  by  Mr.  S.  Reed, —

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At  a  meeting  held  Marcli  10,  1821,  it  was  unanimously  — 
^'Besolved,  That  Mr.  Thomas  Worcester  be  invited  to  become 
the  Pastor  of  this  Church." 

This  invitation  was  accepted  on  the  21st  of  tlie  month  fol- 
lowing. 

For  about  six  montlis  previous  to  this,  Mr.  Samuel  Worces- 
ter had  preached  for  the  Society  ;  but  Mr.  Thomas  Worcester 
now  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  oihcc. 

For  a  time,  Mr.  Worcester  w^as  the  entire  head  of  the  So- 
ciety :  but  it  did  not  seem  orderly  tliat  he  should  i)reside  at  tlie 
meetings  for  discussing  the  mode  of  raising  money  for  his  sup- 
port, and  for  transacting  other  pecuniary  business  ;  and  on  tlie 
18th  of  July,  1821,  the  Society  organized  itself,  distinctly  from 
the  Pastor,  for  the  transaction  of  such  business.  This  was 
done  from  a  feeling  that  rulers  as  well  as  priests  were  neces- 
sary in  societies." 

In  November,  1821,  the  Society  removed  from  Boylston  Ilall 
to  the  Pantheon  Hall. 

June  27,  1820.  —  "It  was  decided  that  none  should  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  Church  before  the  age  of  twenty;"  but  Nov.  IG, 
1822,  we  lind  the  following  record:  "At  a  meeting  this  day, 
considerable  conversation  was  had  on  the  age  of  admission  into 
the  Society.  It  w^as  found  that  SAvedenborg  relates  that  mar- 
riages take  place  in  heaven,  the  man  eigliteeu  and  the  woman 
fifteen  (C.L.  444)  ;  making  a  distinction  of  tlirec  years  between 
the  two  sexes  in  the  time  of  marriage  ;  therefore  in  the  age  of 
maturity.  Other  arguments  w^ere  also  adduced  tending  to  cor- 
roborate this  opinion.  lie  also  states  the  maturity  for  men  to 
be  twenty,  which  he  shows  from  the  Word,  Avhere  twenty  is  the 
age  for  going  forth  to  w^ar  :  this  would  make  tlic  age  for  females 
seventeen.  But  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  Society,  that  the  minds 
of  persons,  after  the  commencement  of  this  state,  were  for  a 
time  unsettled;  and  further,  it  was  their  opinion,  that  the  age 
of  freedom  in  civil  society  being  twenty-one  for  the  males,  and 
eighteen  for  females,  exerted  very  considerable  influence  ;  and  it 
was  therefore  agreed,  that  the  civil  age  sliould  be  the  age  of 
admission  into  this  Society." 
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The  fact  that  our  climate  was  colder  than  that  of  Palestine, 
and  that  people,  on  tliis  account,  were  supposed  to  come  to 
maturity  later  in  life,  was  a  consideration  wliich  weighed  in 
taking  the  age  of  twenty-one  for  males  instead  of  twenty. 
These  ages  have  been  ever  since  regarded  as  suitable  periods 
for  becoming  members  of  the  Church  ;  and  it  is  a  very  common 
tiling  for  young  men  and  women  who  have  grown  up  amongst 
us  to  join  the  Society  when  they  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one 
and  eighteen. 

The  practice  of  having  but  one  public  service  and  sermon 
'On  the  sabbath  was  adopted  July,  1821.  The  subject  was  a 
matter  of  much  consideration  at  the  time  ;  and  the  change 
was  made  from  a  conviction  in  the  minds  of  its  members  that  it 
was  ''a  thing  of  order,*'  and  that  true  worship  and  tlie  spiritual 
good  of  the  Society  would  be  promoted  thereby.  At  first,  the 
forenoon  of  the  sabbath  was  devoted  to  meetings  of  the  Soci- 
ety for  spiritual  improvement ; "  and  the  afternoon,  to  public 
worship.  But,  not  long  afterwards,  the  forenoon  was  devoted 
to  pr^blic  worship  ;  and  such  has  been  the  practice  to  the 
present  time. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  Society,  when  the  number  was  small, 
great  efforts  were  made  to  come  to  a  unanimous  conclusion  on 
subjects  deemed  important,  where  there  existed  dilference  of 
opinion ;  and  great  and  lasting  good  seems  to  have  resulted  from 
these  efforts.  Meeting  after  meeting  was  held  for  the  conside- 
ration of  a  subject  after  the  minority  was  reduced  to  a  single 
individual,  whose  dissent  was  evidently  sincere  and  conscien- 
tious ;  and,  when  he  finally  yielded  his  full  assent,  great  joy  and 
satisfaction  were  experienced  both  by  him  and  by  all  the  rest. 
In  some  cases,  the  dissenting  party,  of  his  own  free  accord, 
earnestly  requested  his  brethren  to  delay  action  no  longer  on 
his  account ;  and  unanimity  was  attained  in  this  Avay.  The 
Church  had  frequent  meetings,  consisting  of  its  own  members 
exclusively.  After  the  practice  of  having  only  one  public  ser- 
vice on  Sunday  was  adopted,  the  meetings  on  the  other  part  of 
the  day  Avere  for  some  years  limited  to  members  of  the  Society. 
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They  were  afterwards  opened  to  all  who  had  been  baptized  in 
the  Church,  and  subsequently  to  all  who  desired  to  attend. 
When  meeting  by  themselves,  the  members  of  the  Society  were 
in  greater  freedom  than  when  strangers  were  present.  In  this 
way  they  seem  to  have  been  drawn  near  to  each  otlier,  and  the 
Church  laid  on  a  better  foundation  than  it  could  have  been 
otherwise. 

Sept.  3,  1822.  —  "  In  the  course  of  this  season,  much  conver- 
sation occurred  respecting  Peculiar  Uses,  and  respecting  the 
formation  of  societies  among  the  members  according  to  their 
USES.  This  first  showed  itself  in  the  form  of  organization  and 
distribution  of  uses^  and  affected  principally  the  Society  for 
transacting  pecuniary  business  ;  in  which  Society  an  effort  was 
made,  and  the  main  design  seemed  to  be,  to  distribute  the 
duties  to  individuals  according  to  their  adaptation  to  such 
functions. 

"  This  direction  to  uses  and  organization  showed  itself  in 
various  forms.  On  the  17th  of  August,  1822,  a  society  was 
formed,  consisting  of  six  individuals,  called  '  TJie  Boaton 
Society  for  communicating  Truth.'  This  society  elected  its 
oflicers  Avith  the  views  mentioned  above.  Its  object  was  to 
disseminate  truth  to  the  world,  by  any  means,  and  through  any 
channi3ls,  that  might  seem  to  be  afforded  by  Divine  Provi- 
dence. 

"  On  the  25tli  of  September,  a  society  was  formed,  called 
*  The  Society  of  Merchants  and  Traders  of  the  Boston  Society 
of  the  New  Jerusalem.'  This  society  had  for  its  end  to 
unite  the  uses  of  society,  and  thereby  to  assist  each  other  in 
the  work  of  regeneration,  and  thus  to  enable  each  the  better 
to  perform  his  own  use,  and  to  become  more  distinctly  a 
man  and  himself. 

The  united  sphere  of  the  Society,  at  many  of  their  meet- 
ings, on  the  subject  of  organization,  had  carried  tliem  beyond 
their  most  sanguine  expectations  ;  and,  at  some  of  these  meet- 
ings, goods  and  truths  seemed  to  descend,  and  to  be  born  into 
the  Society,  and  cherished  by  it.'* 
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In  February,  1823,  the  Society  was  incorporated  by  the 
Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  by  the  name  of  The  Boston  So- 
ciety of  the  New  Jerusalem/'  A  remonstrance  against  the  act 
of  incorporation  was  presented  to  the  Legislature  by  persons 
unfriendly  to  the  Society..  One  of  the  remonstrants  appeared 
before  the  Committee  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  and 
urged  his  objections  with  much  vehemence  and  persistence  ;  to 
which  the  Pastor  of  the  Society  replied.  The  remonstrants^ 
failed  to  satisfy  the  Committee  of  the  validity  of  their  objec- 
tions ;  and  a  report  was  made  in  favor  of  the  petition,  and  it 
was  granted  without  further  opposition.* 

Feb.  22,  1828.  —  The  Society  removed  to  the  Athena3um 
Lecture  lloom,  in  Pearl  Street. 

Lord's  Day,  Aug.  17,  1828.  — Eev.  Mr.  Carll  ordained  Mr. 
Thomas  "Worcester  as  Pastor  of  the  Boston  Society,  and  into 
the  class  of  Ordaining  Ministers."  This  ordination  was  per- 
formed in  the  Athenteum  Lecture  Poom,  in  presence  of  the 
Society  and  congregation,  on  the  day  following  a  session  of  the 
General  Convention,  which  had  been  held  in  that  place. 

It  will  be  observed  that  Mr.  Worcester  had  been  unanimously 
invited  to  become  the  Pastor  of  the  Society,  March  10,  1821  ; 
and  his  ordination  did  not  take  place  till  more  than  seven  years 
afterwards.  Applications  for  his  ordination  had  been  made 
previously  by  the  Society  to  the  Convention ;  but,  as  they  met 
with  objections  in  that  body,  the  Pastor  Elect  and  the  Society 
waited  patiently  till  these  objections  were  removed.  In  the  mean 
time,  he  was  not  authorized  to  administer  the  Holy  Supper. 

The  sacrament  of  the  Holy  Supper  has  since  been  adminis- 
tered in  this  church  quarterly,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  on 
the  first  Sunday  in  January,  April,  July,  and  October.  Tlie 
attendance  on  these  occasions  has  regularly  increased  with  the 
growth  of  the  Society.  The  number  at  each  meeting  is  at 
present  (18G3)  about  three  hundred.  About  forty  members 
of  this  Society  reside  in  Newtonville,  where  there  has  been 


*  From  1823  to  1828,  the  records  seem  to  be  very  imperfect. 
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re^lar  public  worship  for  a  uumber  of  years ;  and  latterly  the 
Holy  Supper  has  been  administered  in  that  place,  on  account 
of  the  inconvenience  to  the  members  of  attending  in  Boston. 
Many  of  the  members,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  annexed  cata- 
logue, live  at  remote  distances,  and  rarely  can  be  present  even 
at  these  meetings. 

In  June  27,  1820,  an  Acting  Committee  was  appointed,  whose 
duty  it  was  to  examine  those  wlio  presented  themselves  for 
"admission  to  the  Church.  This  Committee  was  abolished  in 
December,  1822.  At  this  time,  the  question  of  a  represen- 
tative of  the  Society,  and  several  enlargements  of  its  duty," 
was  considered.  The  Pastor  frequently  needed  such  a  body  to 
consult  with.  It  was  finally  agi'eed,  that  the  presidents  of  tlie 
Societies  of  Uses  should  constitute  said  representative  of  the  So- 
ciety ;  and  that  those  presidents  ought  to  be  elected  in  those 
societies  Avith  a  single  eye  to  their  adaptation  to  their  own  pecu- 
liar use,  which  alone  could  qualify  them  for  either  office." 

It  does  not  appear  on  the  records  of  the  Society  how  long 
this  representative  of  the  Society  continued  in  office  ;  neither  do 
we  find  any  history  of  its  doings.  There  appears,  however,  to 
have  been'no  other  permanent  body  or  committee  to  confer  with 
the  Pastor  in  relation  to  society  matters,  till  March  8,  1830  ; 
when  it  was  — 

''Besolved^  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed,  to  con- 
tinue in  office  one  year,  with  whom  the  Pastor  may  advise  upon 
such  church-matters  as  he  may  see  fit  to  present  to  them." 

We  find  no  record  of  the  re-appointment  of  this  Committee. 
But,  May  G,  1832,  ^'it  was  proposed  that  the  Society  do  elect  a 
Committee  to  advise  with  the  Pastor  on  church-matters."  And 
at  the  adjourned  meeting.  May  13  of  the  same  year,  "  it  Avas 
voted,  that  there  be  an  annuid  meeting  of  tlie  Church  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  INIay,  at  which  oificers  shidl  be  chosen,  wlio  shall 
remain  in  office  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  until  other  oificers  arc 
elected  in  tlieir  phice." 

At  this  meetiug  a  Secretary  was  chosen,  and  also  a  "  Com- 
mittee of  three."    At  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  ever  since, 
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this  Committee  has  been  called  the  "  Church  Committee/'  or 
Standing  Committee." 

In  November,  1S31,  the  Society  removed  to  the  hall  in  Phillips 
Place;  the  building  having  been  erected  by  Mr.  T.  II.  Carter, 
■\vith  special  reference  to  its  accommodation.  It  occupied 
this  hall  till  June,  1845. 

In  February,  1829,  "Messrs.  T.  B.  Ilayward,  J.  M.  Marsh, 
and  J.  II.  Wilkins,  were  made  a  Committee  to  consider  the 
subject  of  music  as  a  part  of  public  worship,  and  to  report 
whether  any  and  what  measures  it  were  advisable  to  take 
in  order  to  afford  greater  facilities  to  this  exercise  of  worship. 

"  Subsequently,  on  reporting,  their  powers  were  enlarged ; 
and  they  collected,  printed,  and  published  a  volume  of  278  pages, 
consisting  of  lessons  from  the  AVord,  selections  from  the  Word 
for  chanting,  chants  and  choruses,  entitled  '  The  Booh  of  Pul- 
lie  Worship^  prepared  for  the  Use  of  tlie  Boston  Society  of  the 
New  Jerusalem.'  In  less  than  three  years,  it  was  out  of  print ;  ^ 
and,  in  1833,  a  Committee  was  raised  to  prepare  a  new  and 
enlarged  edition.  While  this  work  was  going  on,  the  General 
Convention  took  up  the  subject,  and  published  a  Book  of  Wor- 
ship in  183G.  This  was  adopted  and  used  by  the  Society  till 
1854,  when  it  was  replaced  by  the  Liturgy,  or  Book  of  Worship, 
in  its  present  form. 

"Feb.  6,  1836.  — The  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee 
read  a  report  this  day  on  the  subject  of  education  ;  proposing  the 
early  establishment  of  a  NeAv-Church  school,  for  the  education 
of  children  within  the  Society  in  all  branches  of  education,  on 
New-Church  principles." 

A  School  Committee  was  raised,  on  the  same  day,  to  carry 
this  object  into  effect ;  and  a  New-Church  school  Avas  established, 
which  was  opened  on  Monday,  Oct.  2,  183G,  under  the  care  of 
Miss  Statira  Coburn  (Mrs.  Guernsey)  and  ]Mrs.  Eleanor  M. 
Little  (IMrs.  Z.  Hyde).  A  Sunday  school  was  established  at 
the  same  time.  The  week-day  school  was  afterwards  enlarged 
by  the  establishment  of  a  "  school  with  a  male  teacher,"  which 
was  opened  Jan.  1,  1839,  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  E.  A. 
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Beaman.  The  Xew-Cliurcli  tidiool  was  discontinued  at  the  end 
of  the  year  1843. 

A  Committee  on  iMusic  was  raised  the  same  day  (Feb.  6, 
1836)  ;  and,  in  October  following,  a  singing-school  was  opened, 
and  continued  through  the  Avinter,  luider  the  instruction  of  Mr. 
G.  J.  Webb.  There  were  simikir  schools  the  Uvo  succeeding 
winters  ;  and  they  have  been  renewed,  at  intervals  of  a  few 
years,  since  that  period. 

In  December,  183G,  tlie  Society  "  established  a  (Sunday) 
afternoon  meeting,  for  religious  worship  and  instruction,  lor  the 
benefit  of  those  who  have  not  joined  the  Church,  but  Avish  such 
instruction.''  A  member  of  the  Church  Avas  appointed  by  the 
Pastor  as  reader  to  this  meeting,  which  was  held  in  the  room 
under  the  hall  of  worship.  This  meeting  was  discontinued  in 
December,  1837,  and  a  Sunday-evening  Doctrinal  Class  substi- 
tuted, under  the  immediate  instruction  of  the  Pastor.  This 
class,  after  one  or  tw^o  seasons,  was  discontinued. 

June  5,  183G.  —  ''Voted  unanimously^  That  the  Articles  of 
Faith  contained  in  the  Service  of  Baptism  in  the  Book  of  Pidj- 
lic  Worship  be  adopted  by  this  Society."  These  are  the  arti- 
cles which  precede  the  names  of  the  members  at  the  close  of 
this  book. 

In  December,  183G,  a  '•Committee  of  Acquaintance"  was 
raised ;  and  the  first  Social  JMeetings  of  the  Society  wei-e  pro- 
jected by  this  Committee,  and  held  in  the  large  room  under 
the  hall  of  public  worship.  At  these  meetings,  a  lecture  Avas 
usually  delivered  by  some  member  of  the  Society,  and  a  chant 
and  a  few  other  pieces  of  music  were  sung,  and  considerable 
time  was  spent  in  social  conversation.  To  these  meetings 
were  invited  those  who  Avere  in  the  habit  of  attending  our  Avor- 
ship,  but  Avho  had  not  become  acquainted  Avith  the  members  of 
the  Church;  and  the  Church,  in  this  Avay,  became  acquainted 
with  many  full  receivers.''  These  meetings  have  been  renewed, 
under  the  charge  of  a  Committee,  Avitli  the  exception  of  a  single 
season,  —  that  of  1838-9,  —  every  year  since.  They  have 
been  held  once  a  fortnight,  usually  from  about  the  middle  of 
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November  till  about  tlic  middle  of  April ;  and  have  been  con- 
ducted on  the  general  plan  of  the  iirst  series. 

July  4,  1837. — A  puldic  address  Avas  delivered  before  the 
Society  by  Mr.  Caleb  Eeed. 

In  the  autumn  of  1837,  the  principal  singers  in  the  Society 
formed  an  organization,  under  the  name  of The  Boston  New- 
Church  Harmonic  Society,"  under  the  presidency  and  instruc- 
tion of  Mr.  Webb  ;  and,  for  several  years  after,  occasionally 
gave  concerts  of  both  sacred  and  secular  music  to  audiences 
consisting  of  members  of  the  Society  and  others  interested  in 
the  New  Church. 

May  6,  1838.  —  It  was  Bcsolvecl,  That  the  ecclesiastical 
year  of  this  Church  begin  hereafter  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Janu- 
ary.'* This  was  subsequently  changed  to  the  first  Sunday  in 
May. 

July  4,  1838.  —  A  public  address  was  delivered  before  the 
Society  by  Mr.  G.  J.  Webb. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Society,  Aug.  19,  1838,  there  was  con- 
siderable discussion  on  the  question  as  to  Avhat  was  the  best 
place  and  occasion  for  the  ceremony  of  baptism.  IMany 
views  of  the  subject  were  presented,  but  none  which  indicated 
a  diversity  of  opinion.  The  question  was  asked  of  all  present ; 
and  it  was  unanimously  agreed,  — 

"  That  it  was  better  to  have  the  ceremony  performed  at  our 
forenoon  meetings  in  the  hall  for  public  Avorship  ;  but  that  it 
was  lawful  and  proper  to  perform  it  elsewhere,  for  good  reasons ; 
and  that  in  every  case  it  should  be  left  to  tlie  person  to  be 
baptized  (or  his  parents  or  guardians,  if  a  child),  and  to  IMr. 
Worcester,  to  determine  whether  there  Avas  sulficient  cause  for 
making  such  case  an  exce})tion  to  the  general  rule  ;  and,  where 
sufficient  cause  did  not  exist,  the  general  rule  was  to  be  conformed 
to."  It  has  been  thought  desirable  that  the  baptisms  should  take 
place  periodically ;  and  the  first  sabljatli  in  every  month  has  for 
many  years  been  the  established  period,  though  the  exceptional 
cases  are  frequent  to  meet  the  convenience  of  those  Avho  desire 
this  sacrament. 
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The  General  Convention  liaving  passed  rules  for  the  institu- 
tion and  organization  of  associations,  tlie  societies  in  Boston, 
Bridgewater,  Abingtoti,  North  Bridgewater,  and  East  Bridge- 
water,  were  instituted  as  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  the 
New  Jerusalem,  agreeably  to  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Gene- 
ral Convention,  by  llev.  Thomas  Worcester,  who  was  chosen 
its  Presiding  Minister.  This  took  place  Sept.  13,  1838.  There 
had  been  a  somewhat  informal  association  of  New-Cliurch 
societies  in  Massachusetts  for  some  years  previous  ;  the  first 
meeting  having  been  held  May  5,  1835. 

In  June,  1839,  the  study  of  the  doctrines  of  the  New  Church 
in  the  writings  of  Swedenborg  was  introduced  into  the  Sunday- 
afternoon  church-meetings,  and  the  work  first  taken  up  was  the 

Treatise  concerning  Heaven  and  Hell.'* 

Feb.  2,  1840.  —  The^Society  established  five  Standing  Com- 
mittees ;  viz.,  a  Church  Committee,  a  Committee  on  Education, 
a  Committee  on  Music,  a  Committee  on  Employment  and  Re- 
lief, and* a  Committee  on  Social  Intercourse  and  Recreation. 
The  three  former  had  been  in  existence  for  several  years.  Each 
Committee  consisted  of  five  members.  The  duties  of  these 
Committees  are  thus  defiued  :  — 

^'  1.  The  Church  Committee.  —  This  Committee  shall  be 
the  general  organ  of  council  and  advice  with  the  l^astor  ;  shall 
study  and  develop  the  constituent  principles  and  the  duties  of  a 
church  ;  shall  have  the  particular  charge  of  all  matters  purely 
ecclesiastical,  and  a  general  supervision  of  all  the  operations  of 
the  Society ;  also  shall  be  the  organ  of  the  Church  in  commu- 
nicating with  the  Corporation.* 

''2.  The  Committee  on  Education.  —  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  this  Committee  to  study  and  develop  the  principles  of  edu- 
cation ;  to  devise,  propose,  and,  if  approved,  carry  into  efiect, 
such  measures  as  tliey  may  deem  useful  in  the  schools  of  the 
Society ;  and,  generally,  to  act  as  the  organ  of  the  Church  in 
discharging  this  class  of  its  duties. 

♦  By  "the  Corporation  "  is  meant  the  legal  Society,  ;is  incorporated  by  the 
Legislature  in  February,  1823. 
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*'3.  The  Committee  on  Music. — It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of 
tliis  Committee  to  study  and  develop  the  principles  of  music  ; 
to  devise,  propose,  and,  if  approved,  carry  into  effect,  such  mea- 
sures as  they  may  deem  useful ;  and,  generally,  to  act  as  the 
organ  of  the  Church  in  discharging  its  duties  in  rehition  to  this 
subject. 

"4.  The  Committee  on  Employment  and  Eelief.  —  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  study  and  develop  the 
principles  of  secuhir  employment  and  relief ;  also,  in  the  first 
place,  to  give  advice  in  cases  of  doubt  aud  perplexity  ;  second, 
to  aid  those  who  are  out  of  employment  in  procuring  such  as 
may  be  suitable  for  them  ;  and,  third,  to  act  as  the  organ  of  the 
Church  in  dispensing  pecuniary  or  other  assistance. 

''5.  The  Committee  on  Social  Intercourse  and  Recrea- 
tion.—  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  study  and 
develop  the  principles  of  social  intercourse  and  recreation  ;  to 
devise,  propose,  and,  if  approved,  carry  into  effect,  such  measures 
as  they  may  deem  useful  to  the  Society  in  relation  to  these  sub- 
jects. They  shall  have  charge  of  our  lectures  and  social 
meetings  ;  shall  endeavor  to  provide  some  useful  and  agreeable 
method  of  spending  holidays  ;  and  shall,  further,  luxve  charge 
of  making  arrangements  for  the  meetings  of  the  Convention 
and  Association,  Avhen  held  in  Boston." 

Dec^  27,  1840.  —  The  commencement  of  the  church-year  was 
changed  from  the  first  Sunday  of  January  to  the  first  of  Llay  ; 
and  the  third  sabbath  in  April  has  since  been  the  period  for  the 
annual  election  of  officers. 

The  office  of  Director  of  Music  Avas  established  April  21, 1841. 

Dec.  25,  1842.  —  It  was  voted,  that  hereafter  the  Church 
Committee  be  authorized  to  present  a  list  of  delegates  from  this 
Society  to  each  meeting  of  the  Association  in  time  to  be  acted 
on  prior  to  the  said  meetings. 

Since  1843,  the  Society  has  re-elected  only  the  Church  Com- 
mittee. This  Conmiittee  originally  consisted  of  three  members. 
It  was  afterwards  increased  to  five,  and,  in  1854,  to  ten  ;  which 
is  the  present  number. 
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April  28,  1844.  — The  oflice  of  Superintendent  of  tlie  Sabbatli 
School  was  establislied.  Mr.  Sampson  Reed  was  chosen  Super- 
intendent ;  and  he  has  performed  the  duties  of  that  olhee  ever 
since. 

January,  1846.  — A  Doctrinal  Chiss  was  established,  and  was 
joined  by  from  sixty  to  seventy  persons. 

In  regard  to  the  fmances  of  the  Society,  the  only  funds  tliat 
were  raised,  previous  to  the  invitation  to  Mr.  "Worcester  to  be- 
come its  Tastor,  were  for  paying  the  rent  of  the  hall  in  which 
the  Society  worshipped  ;  and  these  were  raised  by  subscription. 
The  Society  never  paid  Mr.  Worcester  any  fixed  salary  till  the 
erection  of  their  temple  in  1844,  but  contributed  regularly  for  tlie 
support  of  his  family,  and  for  some  years  i)aid  him  from  1,500 
to  $2,000.  When  he  first  accepted  their  invitation,  a  new  sub- 
scription was  opened  to  meet  the  increased  expenses ;  two 
members,  Mr.  Henry  G.  Foster  and  Mr.  T.  II.  Carter,  agree- 
ing to  assume  the  deficit,  if  any  should  occur.  This  arrange- 
ment continued  only  for  one  year,  —  from  April,  1821,  to  April, 
1822.  It  Avas  then  voted,  that  a  tax  should  be  assessed  on  the 
members  ;  which  was  done.  This  measure  was  so  unsatisAic- 
tory,  that  the  plan  was  abandoned  at  the  end  of  six  months  ; 
and,  in  the  autumn  of  1822,  new  light  seemed  to  break  forth 
in  the  Society,  which  led  to  the  adoption  of  a  new  principle 
upon  this  subject,  and  the  practice  of  paying  tithes  by  most 
of  the  members.  These  were  paid  directly  to  the  Pastor,  and 
were  solely  under  his  control.  Subscriptions  were  discontinued, 
and  those  who  did  not  pay  tithes  made  voluntary  contributions. 
The  funds  arising  from  the  tithes  and  voluntary  contributions 
were  generally  suificient  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Society  ;  that 
is,  to  support  Mr.  Worcester's  family,  and  to  pay  the  rent  of 
the  hall  in  which  the  Society  worshipped.  This  is  the  only  way 
in  which  the  Society  raised  funds  until  they  took  the  hall  in 
Phillips  Place  ;  at  which  time  an  annual  rent  was  assessed  on 
the  pews,  though  a  large  part  of  the  expenses  continued  to  be 
paid  by  voluntary  contributions.  In  February,  1839,  a  new 
organization  was  adopted  in  the  Corporation:    the  ollice  of 
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Treasurer  was  estaljlislied,  avIio  was  aiilliorizcd  to  receive  all 
moneys,  though  tithes  aud  coutributious  iiiiglit  still  be  paid  to 
Mr.  Worcester. 

The  subject  of  tithes  has  at  dillereut  times  occupied  much  of 
tlie  attention  of  the  Church  ;  and  it  is  not  too  much  to  say,  that 
the  Society  is  very  nuich  indebted  for  its  success  in  raising  the 
means  required  for  the  support  of  public  worship  to  the  deep 
sense,  engendered  by  this  principle,  of  religious  duty  to  conse- 
crate all  our  means  to  the  service  of  the  Lord.  In  October, 
183G,  the  principles  that  should  govern  members  of  the  Church 
in  making  their  contributions  to  its  funds  were  presented  for 
consideration,"  and  a  Committee  of  five  was  raised  "  to  report 
concerning  the  truths  and  views  that  might  aid  a  meniljer  in 
contributing  according  to  his  ability.'*  This  Committee  nuide 
a  report,  ^vhich  was  "  considered  at  many  meetings  ;  "  and,  hav- 
ing been  recommitted,  their  fmal  report  was  made  in  June, 
1837.  It  was  adopted  unanimously  with  the  resolutions  attaclied, 
and  printed  in  the  eleventh  volume  of  the  "  New-Jerusalem 
Magazine."    The  resolutions  were  as  follows  :  — 

"  1.  Resolved^  That  we  regard  the  principle  of  paying  tithes 
as  a  safe  and  good  guide  in  contributing  money  for  the  need 
and  uses  of  the  Church. 

2.  Besolvedy  That  we  mean  by  the  word  '  tithe  '  one-tenth 
part  of  one's  net  income  ;  that  is  to  say,  of  one's  income  after 
all  business-expenses  are  deducted.  By  business-expenses,  Ave 
mean  those  which  are  incurred  in  the  course  of  earning  the 
income,  and  for  that  purpose  :  by  personal  and  famil}-  expenses, 
"\ve  mean  those  which  are  incurred  for  the  su[)port  and  enjoy- 
ment of  one's  self  or  family. 

''3.  Resolved^  That  it  may  be  often  dilhcult,  in  the  existing 
condition  of  social  life,  to  determine  precisely  one's  net  income  ; 
but  that  we  believe  the  Cluirch  will  gradually  accpiire  the  ability 
to  tcacli  in  all  cases  what  expenses  should,  and  \vhiit  should  not, 
be  deducted  from  the  gross  receipts,  before  the  income  is  sub- 
jected to  tithing.  And  we  farther  belie\e,  that  the  dilliculties 
in  the  meaning  or  ai)plication  of  this  princi[)le  will  be  u\  erc()me 
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as  we  get  instruction  from  experience,  and  from  the  endeavor 
to  pay  a  tithe  in  spirit  and  in  trutli. 

4.  liesolved^  That  all  should  judge  freely  of  tlie  propriety 
nnd  duty  of  paying  tithes ;  that  he  wlio  is  not  ready  and  pre- 
pared for  the  payment  of  tithes  sliould  determine  for  liimself, 
as  well  as  lie  can,  what  sum  it  is  proper  for  him  to  pay  ;  that, 
in  fixing  this  sum,  it  Avill  be  useful  for  him  to  be  led  by  the 
principle  of  tithe-paying,  as  far  as  circumstances  and  the  order 
of  his  life  permit ;  and  that  each  should  endeavor  to  regard 
whatever  sum  he  pays  as  the  sign  and  acknowledgment  that  all 
he  has  is  from  the  Lord,  and  is  the  Lord's. 

"  5.  Hesolvedj  That  the  meaning,  the  obligation,  and  the 
application  of  this  principle  are  subjects  of  great  interest  and 
importance,  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  render  it  peculiarly 
desirable  and  useful  that  individuals  should,  in  relation  to  them, 
seek  to  give  to  each  other  the  aid  of  the  Church  and  brotherly 
counsel." 

In  1844-5,  a  church  was  erected  for  the  use  of  the  Society, 
standing  on  the  top  of  the  hill  on  Bowdoin  Street,  called  ''The 
New-Jerusalem  Church."  The  cost  of  this  building  was  about 
§G0,000,  of  which  the  following  is  a  description  :  — 

The  entrance  of  the  church  is  designed  in  chaste  Gothic 
architecture  ;  fronts  on  Bowdoin  Street  fifteen  feet ;  and  passes 
thence  through  a  vestibule  forty  feet  long,  neatly  finished  with 
a  series  of  Avooden  spandrels,  appropriately  connected  with  the 
panel-work  of  the  ceiling.  The  auditory  is  sixty-two  feet  by 
eighty  in  the  clear  on  the  floor,  and  contains  a  hundred  and  ten 
pews  of  bold  and  original  design.  The  side-gallcries  contain 
thirty-six,  and  the  cross-end  twenty ;  making  in  all  a  hundred 
and  sixty-six  pews,  capable  of  seating  a  thousand  persons.  The 
entire  ceiling  is  finished  with  groined  arches,  and  so  formed  as 
to  admit  light  through  the  roof  to  the  nave,  which  produces  a 
soft  and  agreeable  effect.  The  line  of  the  nave  at  the  a})ex  is 
ninety  feet  long,  and  fifty  feet  high  from  the  auditory  floor.  The 
stairs  ascending  to  the  galleries  are  placed  in  the  two  fr(nit  cor- 
ners on  either  side  of  the  eutrance-doors,  and  so  finished  as  to 
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present  an  agreeable  appearance  in  tlie  general  view.  The 
easterly  end  forms  a  peculiarly  elegant  and  grand  feature  of 
the  edifice,  there  being  placed  on  the  centre  of  the  chancel  a  lofty 
tabernacle  designed  for  a  depository  for  the  Sacred  Scripture, 
and  a  pavilion  on  eitlier  side  of  the  tabernacle  ;  all  of  which  are 
highly  ornamental.  The  pulpit  is  on  the  main  floor,  in  front 
of  the  chancel,  but  withdrawn  from  the  centre.  The  organ  is 
also  on  the  first  floor,  immediately  at  the  left  of  the  chancel  as 
the  auditor  enters,  and  is  placed  in  a  room  formed  expressly  for 
its  reception  ;  so  that  it  is  without  the  usual  case,  and  almost 
entirely  concealed  from  view.  In  the  corner  of  the  church,  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  chancel,  is  a  room,  corresponding  in 
appearance  to  that  which  contains  the  organ,  intended  for  the 
use  of  the  minister. 

A  basement  story  of  twelve  feet  in  height  in  the  clear,  and 
entirely  above  tlie  surface,  extends  under  the  whole  of  the  audi- 
tory, and  is  divided  into  three  apartments  ;  the  principal  of 
which  is  about  sixty  feet  square,  and  the  two  smaller  rooms 
about  thirty  feet  each.  These  are  designed  to  serve  as  a  ves- 
try and  for  the  sabbath  school,  and  also  for  lectures  and  social 
meetings  and  for  instruction  in  music.  The  principal  entrance 
to  these  rooms  is  by  stairs  leading  down  from  either  side  of  the 
vestibule.  The  house  is  remarkably  well  situated,  being  almost 
exactly  in  the  centre,  and  on  the  highest  land,  of  the  city  ;  and 
at  the  same  time  is  very  quiet  and  retired,  and  abundantly  sup-" 
plied  with  light  and  air  on  (ill  sides. 

The  house  is  owned  by  proprietors  or  pew-holders,  who  con- 
stitute a  corporation  according  to  the  laws  of  Massachusetts, 
under  the  name  of  The  New-Jerusalem  Society,"  most  of 
whom  are  members  of  the  Church.  Under  this  arrangement, 
all  who  wi:sh  to  attend  our  meetings  are  allowed  to  become 
owners  of  pews,  and  thus  members  of  a  legal  religious  corpora- 
tion, or  society.  They  thus  enter  into  the  obligations  and 
assume  the  duties  of  contributing  to  the  maintenance  of  public 
worship  and  the  support  of  the  New-Churcli  ministry.  In 
reference  to  these  objects,  they  stniid  on  the  same  ground  with 
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such  other  pew-hohlers  as  are  members  of  the  Church  ;  but,  in 
regard  to  the  call  and  settlement  of  a  minister,  the  Churcli,  as 
such,  makes  the  election,  ^vhicli  is  completed  by  the  concurrence 
of  the  proprietors. 

•  The  pew-holders,  on  their  part,  elected  Eev.  Tliomas  AVor- 
cester,  Pastor  of  the  Society,  as  their  minister,  and  voted  him 
a  salary  of  $2,000  per  annum.  The  funds  are  raised,  princi- 
pally, by  a  tax  on  the  pews  ;  the  deficiency  being  met  by  volun- 
tary contributions. 

March  IG,  1845.  —  "On  motion  of  Mr.  Parsons,  voted  that 
the  subject  of  the  proper  vesture  of  our  Pastor  be  referred  to 
the  Church  Committee." 

March  30.  —  The  report  on  the  subject  of  the  official  dress  of 
the  Pastor  was  accepted,  printed  and  distributed  among  the 
members. 

This  report  was  considered  at  a  subsequent  meeting ;  and  a 
special  day  having  been  assigned  for  its  further  consideration, 

after  a  pleasant  and  kindly  expression  of  feeling,"  "  Voted 
that  it  will  be  agreeable  to  the  Society,  that  the  Pastor,  in  the 
performance  of  his  services,  wear  an  ofhcial  dress,  whenever  he 
sees  fit  to  put  one  on.  The  question  was  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays.  Whole  number  of  votes,  tliirty-four  ;  yeas,  twenty-live  ; 
nays,  four;  no  objection,  three  ;  not  prepared  to  vote,  two  :  three 
voting  in  the  negative,  afterwards  expressed  the  wish  that  the 
majority  might  pr(^\^ail.  The  Pastor  of  the  Society  first  wore 
an  ofRcial  dress  on  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  tlie  Churcli 
on  Bowdoin  Street ;  at  which  he  oiliciated,  and  preached  a  ser- 
mon from  1  Kings  viii.  27.  This  took  place  June  11,  1845,  in 
the  presence  of  the  General  Convention  at  its  session  in  Boston 
on  that  year.    The  attendance  was  very  large. 

A  good  deal  has  been  done  by  members  of  the  Boston  Society 
in  the  way  of  printing  the  theological  writings  of  Swedenborg. 
In  consequence  of  tlie  small  numljer  of  receivers  of  the  doc- 
trines, their  Avant  of  means,  and  tlie  very  limited  demand  for 
the  works  of  Swedenborg,  the  publication  of  these  works  was 
nt  first  attended  with  great  dillicully.    About  the  year  1820, 
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the  small  work,  entitled  Of  the  New  Jerusalem  and  its  Hea- 
venly Doctrine,"  was  p\ibli.shed  It/  sulscript'ioii^  at  forty  cents  a 
copy.  One  or  more  editions  of  Heaven  and  Ilell,"  and  some 
of  the  smaller  works,  were  subsequently  brought  out  at  inter- 
vals ;  but  tlie  works  were  for  tlie  most  part  imjjorted  from 
England  at  so  high  a  cost,  as  to  put  them  beyond  the  means  of 
many  who  Avished  to  possess  them.  On  the  4th  of  December, 
1834,  a  society  was  formed,  called  "  The  Boston  New-Church 
Priuting  Society,"  which  had  for  its  object,  not  merely  to  print 
and  ])ublish  revised  editions  of  the  Avorks  of  Swedenborg,  but 
to  do  it  at  as  cheap  a  rate  as  possible.  The  first  work  published 
by  this  Society  was  "  The  Angelic  AVisdom  concerning  tlie  Di- 
vine Love  and  Wisdom  ;  "  and  the  Society  say  in  tlieir  prospec- 
tus, We  begin  with  this  Avork  because  there  are  but  a  few 
copies  now  on  sale,  and  tliose  are  in  bad  type,  on  poor  paper, 
and  at  tlie  high  price  of  $1  .GO."  The  Society  subseciuently  pub- 
lished the  "Apocal}q)se  Eevealed,"  "  Heaven  and  Hell,"  Di- 
vine Providence,"  and  the  four  first  volumes  of  the  "  Arcana 
Ca?lestia."  Its  operations  were  continued  till  the  year  1 842,  Avhen 
they  Avere  suspended  for  Avaut  of  funds.  This  Avas  owing  to  a 
change  iujhe  circumstances  of  some  ^^  ho  Avere  exj)ected  to  take 
the  books,  and  the  great  de})ression  of  business  in  general  through- 
out the  country.  The  publication  of  the  "Arcana"  Avas  continued 
and  completed  by  individual  members  of  the  Boston  Society. 
The  Athanasian  Creed,  and  the  small  Avork  o*n  Divine  Love  and 
Wisdom,"  from  the  "Apocalypse  Explained,"  "Dictionary  of 
Correspondences,"  "Worship  and  Love  of  God,"  together  Avitli 
several  other  subsidiary  Avorks,  and  works  for  juvenile  ridigious 
instruction,  have  also  been  published.  The  follo^^■ing  have  been 
stereotyped,  the  plates  of  Avliich  have  been  sold  to  tln'  (Iciioral 
Convention  by  Mr.  T.  H.  Carter  and  IMr.  Otis  Claj)[)  ;  a  iz., 
"True  Christian  Religion,"  "  Conjugial  Love,"  "HeaNcn  and 
Hell,"  "Divine  Providence,"  "Doctrines  of  the  Lord,  of  the 
Sacred  Scriptures,  of  Life,  of  Faith,  of  Cliarity,"  "Heavenly 
Doctrines,"  "  AVhite  Horse,"  "Brief  Expo.-ilioii,"  "  Snnnnary 
Exposition,"  "  Inilux,"  "  Last  Judgment,"  and  "  J-]ai-ths  in  the 
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Universe."  The  New- Jerusalem  Magazine"  also  was  started 
in  Boston,  September,  1827;  and  has  been  published  tliere 
to  the  present  time,  —  about  thirty-six  years.  There  Avas  an 
interruption  of  six  months,  from  January  to  July,  1854.  Since 
that  time,  the  Magazine  has  been  published  under  the  sanc- 
tion, patronage,  and  direction  of  the  General  Convention,"  and 
is  now  the  property  of  that  bpdy. 

In  1843,  the  Society  passed  a  resolution  admitting  all  "bap- 
tized persons  "  to  the  exercises  of  the  sabbath-afternoon  church- 
meetings  for  instruction  in  the  doctrines  of  the  New  Church, 
established  in  1830  as  above.  In  February,  1817,  this  rule 
Avas  so  far  modified  as  to  admit  all  who  were  in  the  habit  of 
attending  the  morning  services,  or  of  making  the  New-Jerusa- 
lem Church  their  place  of  worship  on  the  sabbath.  In  July, 
1850,  these  meetings  were,  by  vote  of  the  Society,  made 
unrestrictedly  public,  and  were  for  a  time  —  and  they  have 
been  at  intervals  since  —  held  in  the  churcli  instead  of  the 
vestry. 

Dec.  2G,  1817.  —  The  Society  appointed  a  Committee  to  pro- 
vide for  a  series  of  Social  Assemblies.  The  same  provision  has 
been  made  every  year  since,  with  the  exception  of  1852  and 
1862.  These  assemblies  have  generally  been  supported  by 
subscription,  and  made  free  to  all  interested  in  the  doctrines  of 
the  New  Church. 

In  July,  1818,  the  Society  joined  with  the  other  New-Church 
societies  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  in  a  picnic,  in  Ab- 
ington  Grove,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sunday-school  children. 
These  gatherings  have  been  renewed  every  year  since,  and 
have  been  pretty  generally  attended  and  apparently  much  en- 
joyed by  both  old  and  young. 

After  about  the  commencement  of  the  year  1850,  ^Ir.  Worces- 
ter's health  having  failed  (and  he,  therefore,  being  unable  to  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  his  otiice),  the  pulpit  was  supplied  about 
half  the  tiuie  by  other  ministers.  lie  was  led,  in  ]May,  1S50,  to 
embark  for  iMu-opi;,  with  a  view  to  the  iiuprovomcnt  of  his 
health,    lie  remained  abroad  a  year,  passing  most  of  the  time 
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in  Italy;  and  returned  to  Boston  in  jNIay,  1851.  The  pulpit 
was  supplied  during  his  absence,  principally,  by  Rev.  T.  B. 
Hay  ward. 

Nov.  9,  1851.  —  The  Church  Committee  having  rendered  a 
report  in  relation  to  an  Assistant  IMinister,  it  was  Brsolccd^ 
That  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  report  be  adopted  by  the 
Society  ;  and  that  it  is  expedient,  under  the  circumstances  in 
which  we  are  placed,  that  some  one  be  employed  as  Assistant 
Minister. 

Feb.  4,  1855.  —  This  vote  was  re-affirmed  as  follows  :  Votecl^ 
That  it  is  expedient  for  the  Church  to  employ  an  Assistant  ]Min- 
ister,  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  the  office,  as  soon 
as  satisfactory  arrangements  can  be  made. 

After  Mr.  Worcester's  return  from  Europe,  his  health  not 
having  been  so  much  restored  that  he  could  preach  more  than 
two  sabbaths  in  each  month,  a  Committee  was  raised  to  consider 
the  subject  of  providing  an  Assistant  Minister  to  relieve  him 
from  a  part  of  his  duties.  This  Committee  never  recom- 
mended any  one  for  this  office. 

In  1855,  an  invitation  was  extended,  by  vote  of  the  Society, 
to  l\ev.  Chauncy  Giles,  to  become  its  Assistant  Minister  for  one 
year.    This  invitation  was  declined. 

Sept.  18,  1851.  —  The  following  resolutions  were  adopted; 
viz.  :  — 

1.  Resolved^  That  it  is  desirable  to  make  trial  of  a  series 
of  meetings  for  doctrinal  instruction  in  the  truths  of  the  Church, 
and  that  the  Pastor  be  requested  to  make  the  arrangements  for 
conducting  the  same  as  soon  as  convenient. 

2.  llesolved^  That  said  meetings  be  held  in  the  vestry, 
till  otherwise  ordered  by  the  class,  on  sabbatli  afternoons,  and 
be  open  to  all  who  feel  interested  to  attend." 

December,  1852.  —  The  responsive  selections  (commencing 
on  page  34  of  the  Liturgy,  or  Book  of  AVorshij))  were  intro- 
duced, and,  for  a  considerable  time,  formed  a  part  of  the  exer- 
cises of  public  worship  in  the  forenoon,  but  were  afterwards 
discontinued.      It  has  been  thought  very  desirable  to  have 
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congregational  singing  ;  and  efforts  liave  been  made  to  accom- 
plish the  object,  but  liave  not  yet  pro\  ed  successful. 

Dec.  31,  1854.  —  A  Committee  of  three  was  api)ointed  to  have 
in  charge  the  subject  of  a  more  extended  hosj)itality,  by  the 
members  of  the  Society,  towards  those  ^vho  live  at  a  distance, 
when  they  may  be  present  to  attend  the  quarterly  meetings  and 
other  similar  meetings. 

March  18,  1855.  —  "The  subject  of  the  confirmation-service, 
which  had  been  previously  considered,  was  taken  from  tlie  table ; 
and  it  was  voted  that  said  servi(.'e  be  ad()})ted  after  the  next 
subsequent  meeting."  Previous  to  this  time,  membership  with 
some  New-Church  society  had  been  regai-ded  as  a  requisit^^ 
for  partaking  of  the  Holy  Supper.  After  the  adoption  of  the 
confirmation-service,  a  person  might  be  conHrmed  and  partake 
of  the  Sui)per  ;  and  join  the  Society  or  not,  at  his  option. 

It  is  usually  at  these  quarterly  meetings  that  persons  are 
admitted  members  of  the  Society.  Such  persons  are  publicly 
proposed  two  weeks  before  their  admission.  It  is  the  custom 
of  this  Society  to  have  the  names  of  applicants  presented  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Society  one  week  previous  to  tlieir  being  pro- 
posed in  public  ;  and  the  l^astor  is  in  the  habit  of  lirst  niLMiliun- 
ing  such  applications  to  the  Church  Committee  :  so  that  con- 
venience would  be  promoted  if  applications  could  be  made  four 
weeks  or  more  before  the  quarterly  meeting  at  ^^  hich  tlie  ap})li- 
cant  wishes  to  be  admitted.  The  Society  lias,  however,  several 
times  admitted  persons  on  shorter  notice,  when  there  seemed 
to  be  good  reasons  for  varying  from  the  established  ])ractice. 

Twenty  members  of  this  Society,  in  addition  to  the  l^astor, 
have  become  New-Church  ministers,  of  whom  filteen  are  now 
living. 

Nov.  11,  1855.  —  "  Votcd^  That,  when  applications  for  the  rite 
of  couiirmation  shall  be  made,  the  applicants  shall  l)e  inquired 
of  as  to  tiieir  desire  to  become  members  of  the  Society.  If 
they  desire  to  become  members,  they  shall  be  nominated  to  tlie 
Society,  and,  on  vote,  be  proposed  in  pul)lie  as  heretofore,  and 
received  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting;   but,  in  cases  where 
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application  is  not  made  in  season  to  allow  sncli  nomination  and 
proposal,  the  applicants  may  be  confirmed,  and  admitted  to  the 
Society  at  a  snbsequent  meeting,  after  having  been  so  nominated 
and  proposed/'  A\'ith  few  exceptions,  those  who  have  desired 
confirmation  have  also  desired  to  Ijecome  members  of  the 
Society. 

Dec.  IC,  1855.  —  It  was  Voted ^  Tliat,  at  the  next  social  meet- 
ing, a  contribution  be  taken  U})  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor."  A 
contribution  has  been  taken  up  annually  since  tliis  time.  The 
number  of  recipients  of  the  fund  thus  providi'd  has  not  been 
large,  but  it  is  believed  to  have  been'productive  of  much  good. 

IVIarch  27,  1857.  —  It  was  Voted,  That  the  Pastor,  in  consid- 
tation  with  members  of  the  Church  Committee,  be  authorized 
to  propose  the  names  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Society 
in  public,  withotit  bringing  them  before  the  Church,  when  iu  his 
judgment  it  may  be  exi)edi('nt." 

April  12,  1857.  —  A  comnumication  was  received,  signed  by 
sixteen  members  of  the  Society  residing  in  Brookline,  stating 
that  pidjlic  worship  luul  been  maintained  in  that  place  lor  aljout 
five  years,  and  that  it  was  now  judged  necessary  tliat  they  should 
be  instituted  into  a  distinct  society;  that  they  luul  a}ti)lied  to 
Rev.  Thomas  AVorcester,  Presiding  Minister  of  the  Association, 
to  be  so  instituted,  and  asking  leave  to  resign  their  member- 
ship for  this  purpose;  which  request  was  granted.  Previous  to 
this,  they  had  attended  the  quarterly  meetings  in  Boston  on  the 
days  when  the  Supper  was  administered. 

Oct.  10,  1858.  —  The  Society  met  lor  the  choice  of  a  ])erson 
to  fill  the  desk,  during  the  en>uing  year,  when  not  occupied  by 
the  Pastor. 

looted,  That  every  person  write  on  a  ballot  the  name  of  that 
person  he  would  choose  for  one  year. 

^'Vvlcd^  That  this  be  construed  to  include  the  ladies  pre- 
sent." 

Forty-tlirec  ballots  Averc  cast  ;  and,  of  these,  all  but  five 
bore  the  name  of  INlr.  James  Peed  ;  w  ho  was  therefore  iii\  itc  d 
according  to  the  terms  of  the  Aote,  and  accepted  the  invitation. 
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Oct.  30,  1859.  — At  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering the  subject,  it  wus  — 

Voted  unan into u sly,  That  ]Mr.  James  Keed  be  invited  to  be- 
come Assistant  Minister  of  this  Society,  if  it  be  agreeable  to 
the  Pastor." 

The  Pastor  having  signified  to  the  Society  that  the  invitation 
to  Mr.  Iveed  was  agreeable  to  him,  and  the  Corporation  (tlie 
New-Jerusalem  Society)  having  concurred  in  the  in\itatlon, 
and  Mr.  Peed  having  accepted  the  same,  he  was  ordained  into 
the  first  grade  of  the  ministry,  and  inducted  into  the  office  of 
Assistant  IMinister,  on  the  day  of  the  quarterly  meeting,  the  first 
Sunday  in  April,  18G0,  by  Mr.  Worcester,  the  Pa;?tor  of  tho 
Society,  and  the  Presiding  IMinister  of  the  Massachusetts  Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr.  Reed  was  accompanied  to  the  chancel  and  attended  dur- 
ing the  service  by  John  II.  AV^ilkins  and  Theoj)hilus  Parsons  to 
represent  the  elder  part  of  the  Society,  and  Edwin  II.  Abbot 
and  Charles  Marsh  to  represent  the  younger  part.  A  copy  of 
the  Word,  containing  only  the  inspired  books,  was  presented  to 
him  as  a  part  of  the  ordination-service  ;  and  the  whole  was  con- 
cluded by  singing  the  228th  selection  in  the  Book  of  AVorship, 
both  ministers  standing  together  in  the  chancel,  and  facing  the 
Society;  after  which,  Mr.  Worcester  pronounced  the  benedic- 
tion. The  service  was  throughout  very  impressive  and  inter- 
esting. Six  hundred  and  sixteen  persons  were  present  at  the 
morning  service,  and  three  hundred  and  sixteen  at  ihe  Lord's 
Supper  in  the  afternoon. 

May  19,  18G0.  —  A  communication  was  received  from  ]\Irs. 
Lydia  Clark  and  twenty-one  other  members  of  the  Soeiely,  then 
residing  in  Waltham,  stating  that,  in  consequence  of  their 
distance  from  Poston,  meetings  I'or  worship  had  been  lield  in 
Waltham  since  about  tlui  year  bSo");  that  these  nieetinus  had 
first  been  held  in  the  Inuise  of  Mr.  ,I(din  Chirk,  and,  alter  his 
death,  had  been  continued  in  the  same  place  ;  that  a  chapel 
had  now  been  erected  for  public  Nvorshij)  by  a  cor])orat ion 
organized  for  this  purpose  ;  thai  it  ^N  as  their  unauinious  wish

to  maintain  their  privileges  and  responsibilities  as  members 
of  this  Society ;  and  recpiesting  that  the  Pastor  Avould  by 
suitable  religious  services  dedicate  their  cliapel  to  the  service  of 
the  Lord  and  his  Church  ;  and  inviting  the  Society,  by  its  Church 
Committee  or  other  suitable  representation,  to  attend  and  assist 
at  the  dedication,  in  testimony  of  its  appruljatiou.  A\'hereupon 
it  was  — 

Resolved^  That  we  have  received  this  communication  with 
great  satisfaction,  and  recognize  in  this  event  the  goodness  of 
the  Lord  in  providing  for  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  his 
Church/'. 

The  foregoing  invitation  was  accepted  by  the  Society ;  and 
it  was  recommended  to  those  who  could  conveniently  do  so  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  attending  the  dedication. 

Sept.  29,  18Gr.  —  "Iicsolced^  That  in  case  of  any  application 
of  a  member  of  this  Society  for  having  his  or  her  C(jnnection 
dissolved,  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  with  some  other  society 
of  the  New  Church,  the  Pastor,  or,  in  his  absence  or  sickness, 
the  Assistant  Minister,  have  authority  to  grant  the  recpiest  with- 
out bringing  it  before  the  Chiu'ch,  unless  tlicy  see  cause  fur  doing 
so  ;  and  that,  whenever  such  request  is  granted,  tlie  fact  shall 
be  reported  to  the  Society,  and  duly  entered  on  the  record." 


It  has  been  stated  in  what  has  preceded,  that  in  Fel)ruary, 
1823,  the  Society  was  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  ]\Lis- 
sachusetts,  by  the  name  of  The  Boston  Society  of  the  New 
Jerusalem  ;  "  and  it  also  appears,  that  in  1815,  after  tlie  erection 
of  the  Church  in  Bowdoin  Street,  the  pew-lu)ldors  were  incor- 
porated under  the  General  Statutes  of  the  CommiMiwealtli,  by 
the  name  of  The  New-Jerusalem  Society."  'i'hore  are,  conse- 
quently, two  corporations  or  legal  bodies  connected  witli  tlic 
Church  or  Society  in  r)Ost()n.  As  many  an  ho  ha\  e  joined 
the  Society  in  late  years  liave  not  unch^.rstood  the  subject,  it 
seems  Avell  that  it  should  be  explained,  and  tlie  functions  of  each 
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corporation  defined.  The  Society,  at  a  very  early  pei'iod,  felt 
the  want  of  a  suitable  place  of  public  worshi])  devoted  and 
dedicated  exclusively  to  the  Avorship  of  the  Lord  ;  and  the  act 
of  incorporation  in  the  year  1823  was  undoubtedlv  obtained 
primarily  with  a  view  to  this  purpose.  Early  and  rt})eated 
efforts  were  made  to  accomplish  the  object,  which  pros  ed  un- 
successful from  the  lack  of  adecpiate  means  or  from  other  causes, 
till  the  years  1844-5,  when  a  church  was  fmally  built.  In 
the  mean  while,  the  Corporation  known  as  The  Boston  Soci- 
ety of  the  NeAV  Jerusalem'*  had  been  duly  organized,  and  had 
taken  charge  of  all  the  financial  concerns  of  the  Church,  such 
as  providing  a  place  for  public  worship  and  for  the  wants  of. 
the  Pastor;  and  had  held  meetings  quarterly,  or  more  iVe([uent- 
ly  if  occasion  required.  It  had  also  become  the  recijilcnt  of 
legacies  from  several  individuals.  By  the  rules  of  that  body, 
any  male  member  of  the  Church  may  become  a  mend)er  of  the 
Corporation,  on  application  to  the  Clerk,  by  subscribing  to  the  ]^y- 
laws  ;  and  it  w^as  almost  or  quite  a  matter  of  coui'se,  up  to  the 
time  of  the  erection  of  the  house  of  worship,  fur  every  male 
member  to  avail  himself  of  this  opportunity,  regarding  it  both 
as  a  privilege  and  a  duty  to  take  })art  according  to  his  ability  in 
aiding  and  sustaining  by  his  counsel  and  his  means  the  uses  of 
the  Society.  AVhen,  however,  the  time  came  in  which  a  suc- 
cessful attempt  was  made  to  build  a  Church,  it  was  tli(uight,  by 
a  majority  of  those  who  had  the  direction  of  aflairs,  that  it  was 
not  the  wisest  course  to  ha\e  the  ownership  of  the  building 
vested  in  a  body  so  constituted  ;  or,  i)erha})s,  it  may  be  said  Avidi 
truth,  that  the  object  could  not  have  been  acconq)lished  on  this 
plan.  Some  of  the  subscribers,  including  the  one  ^vho  sn1)- 
scribed  the  largest  amount,  were  not  then  members  of  the 
Church,  and  consequently  had  no  right  to  become  members  of 
this  Corporation.  It  could  not  be  expected  that  they  ^vould  con- 
tribute their  money,  and  have  no  voice  in  its  control  and  no  own- 
ership in  the  building  ;  and  the  building  could  not  well  be  erected 
without  their  aid.  The  i)lan  then  u-nal  in  this  ( 'oinnionsN  eahli 
w^as  therefore  adoi)ted,  by  which  the  Church  A\  as  the  pr(»pej-iy  of 
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the  pew-liolclers  ;  and  a  new  Corporation  was  organized,  under 
the  General  Statutes,  by  tlie  name  of  The  Xew-Jerusalem 
Society."  After  the  house  was  buiU,  the  pews  were  appraised, 
so  that  the  appraised  vahie  shoukl  cover  the  whole  cost  of  the 
building  ;  and  each  subscriber  took  the  amount  of  his  subscrip- 
tion in  pews,  the  right  of  choice  being  determined  at  auction. 

As  there  was  expected  to  be  but  one  place  of  worship  in 
Boston,  at  least  for  a  considerable  time,  it  was  thought  impor- 
tant that  it  should  be  located  in  a  central  situation,  and  made 
sufficiently  large,  not  only  to  meet  the  })resent  necessity  of  the 
Society,  but  to  provide  for  its  prospective  wants,  and  also  to 
accommodate  all  strangers  who  should  wish  to  attend.  The 
amount  subscribed  and  taken  in  pe^vs  was  only  about  half  suili- 
cient  for  this  object.  Tiie  Society,  accordingly,  commenced 
with  a  heavy  debt ;  and  the  amount  of  indebtcdue^s  is  still  large, 
being  at  the  present  time  twenty-fi\'e  thousand  dollars.  Tlie  debt 
luis,  however,  never  been  allowed  to  increase  ;  the  interest  hav- 
ing always  been  promptly  met.  This  debt  will  be  paid  as  the 
remaining  pews  are  disposed  of;  all  moneys  received  from  this 
source  being  strictly  devoted  to  this  object.  The  attention  of 
all  members  of  the  Church  who  are  not  owners  of  pews,  and 
who  are  able  to  purchase,  is  earnestly  called  to  this  subject. 
When  the  Church  was  to  be  built,  some  persons  ^vere  under  tJie 
necessity  of  subscribing  nuich  larger  sums  than  were  re(pn'red 
for  their  own  accommodation  ;  so  that  an  individual  in  some 
cases  came  into  possession  of  five  or  six  pcAvs.  If  e\'eiy'  new- 
comer, or  every  one  who  has  since  come  iulo  the  Societv,  wlio 
is  able  to  do  so,  will  purchase  of  the  Society  such  a  pew  as  he 
wants  for  the  acconnnodation  of  himself  and  family,  the  debt 
will  be  gradually  but  surely  })aid. 

The  function  of  ''The  New-Jerusalem  Society"  is  confmed 
strictly  to  the  ownership  and  care  ol'  tlie  Cliurch  building  and 
the  support  of  public  worshij)  tlierein.  Jt  is  not  authorized  to 
expend  money  for  any  other  purpose.  Hiis  Corporation  \  o(cs 
annually  the  amount  of  salary  to  be  ])aid  to  the  Pastor  and 
Assistant  Minister,  and  fixes  the  amount  to  be  as^rcssed  on  tlio 
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pews.  Tliis  amount  lias  liitlierto  been  nine  per  cent  on  the 
appraised  valuation  to  those  who  own  their  pews,  ami  fifteen 
per  cent  to  those  who  do  not ;  the  difference  of  six  per  cent 
being  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  the  pews.  The  amount,  of 
taxes  on  the  pews,  however,  has  always  Leen  quite  inadequate 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Society;  leaving  a  considerable 
sum  to  be  defrayed  by  voluntary  contributions. 

The  amount  of  annual  current  expenses  of  "  Tlie  New- 
Jerusalem  Society,"  for  the  care  of  the  Meeting-house, 
interest  on  mortgages,  and  the  maintenance  of  public 
worship,  has  averaged  for  the  past  tlu-ee  years,  ending

The  Boston  Society  of  the  New  Jciuisalein  "  is  autliorizcd 
to  liold  pi-opei'ty  for  religious,  charitable,  and  educational  pur- 
poses ;  "  and,  as  this  body  must  by  its  By-laws  consist  exclusive- 
ly of  the  members  of  the  Churcli,  it  has  always  been  preferred 
to  the  other  by  those  who  have  made  donations  or  becpiests. 
We  annex  the  original  act  of  incorporati(jn,  together  with  acts 
obtained  subsequently,  and  al.-o  the  r>y-laws  of  this  Corpora- 
tion. 

The  Boston  Society  of  the  New  Jerusalem  "  holds  the  first 
mortgage  on  the  Church  of  The  New-Jerusalem  Society," 
amounting  to  ten  thousand  dollars.  It  is  the  owner  of  five 
pews,  and  also  of  the  dwelling-house  in  Tinckney  Street,  which 
was  the  gift  of  the  late  ]Mr.  Wilkins. 

All  moneys  received  by  the  Collector,  except  the  taxes  and 
rents  on  the  pews,  are  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Corpora- 
tion ;  and,  after  deducting  what  is  necessary  for  those  incidental 
current  expenses  which  do  not  fall  within  the  province  of 
"The  New-Jerusalem  Society,"  —  such  as  the  contributions  to 
the  JMassachusetts  Association,  expenses  for  the  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  of  the  General  Convention,  lor  ^vine  fnr  the 
Holy  Supper,  c^c,  —  the  balance  is  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
"  The  New-Jerusalem  Society."

This  Corporation  ^vill  come  into  posscs.sion  of  a  considerable 
amount  of  pro})erty  hereafter  from  the  estate  of  the  late  ]Mr. 
John  II.  AVilkins.  The  properly  of  the  Corporation  has  mostly 
been  given  for  specific  purposes,  to  which  the  income  nmst  be 
strictly  devoted,  and  cannot  be  used  for  ordinary  cm-rent  expenses. 
It  will  be  seen  that  it  is  of  mucli  ^alu(^,  and  iHM[iiires  ^\  a((  ldnl 
care  ;  and  all  male  members  of  the  Church,  Avho  are  not  meiubrrs 
of  this  Cor[)oration,  are  invited  to  become  so  by  signing  the  liy- 
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laws,  and  to  take  an  active  part  in  tlie  management  of  its  con- 
cerns. jMr.  D.  L.  Weljster  is  Treasurer  of  The  New-Jerusalem 
Society  ;  "  and  iNIr.  Natlian  l  lobart,  of  "  The  Boston  Society  of 
the  New-Jerusalem  ;  "  and  Mr.  Franklin  O.  "W^hitncy,  Collector 
for  botli.  All  moneys,  whether  derived  from  pew-taxes  or  con- 
tributions, may  be  paid  to  the  Collector. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  fimctions  of  the  two  Corporations  arc 
quite  distinct ;  and  it  may  turn  out,  that  Avhat  has  seemed  to  be 
a  necessity,  and  l^as  l)een  a  subject  of  regret,  will  prove  to  be  a 
matter  of  use  and  convenience.  The  number  of  pew-hulders 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Church  is  very  small,  and  has  never 
been  the  occasion  of  any  practical  inconvenience.  Jt  very  com- 
monly happens,  that  a  person  who  is  sufliciently  interested  in  the 
doctrines  to  purchase  a  pew  will  become  sulFiciently  interested 
to  become  a  member  of  the  Church.  The  Society  has  left  its 
members  in  entire  freedom  as  to  their  contributions  to  its  funds. 
At  the  same  time,  it  has  always  distinctly  recognized  the  fact, 
that  the  Church  has  paramount  claims  both  on  the  affections 
and  the  means  of  each  and  of  all ;  that  miless  our  alVections 
go  forth  into  corresponding  works,  as  opportunity  oilers,  they 
can  have  no  permanent  abiding-place  in  our  minds  ;  and  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  every  member  to  do  his  part  according  to  his 
ability,  faithfidly  and  in  the  light  of  his  own  conscii'uce.

ACTS  OF  INCOKPOIIATIOX. 


An  Act  to  iNConroRATE  a  Religious  Society  by  the  Name  of  the 
Boston  Society  of  the  New  Jei^usalem. 

Sect.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Piepresenta- 
tives  ill  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Thomas  Worcester,  Henry  Gardner  Foster,  Barnabas  Thayer 
Loring,  Sampson  Heed,  Samuel  Worcester,  John  Hubbard  Wilkins, 
Tilley  Brown  Ilayward,  Timothy  Harrington  Carter,  Caleb  Beed, 
Warren  Goddard,  Simeon  ChiKl,  Lemuel  Little,  Adonis  Howard,  and 
Nathaniel  Balsh,  junior,  together  with  their  polls  and  estates,  and  such 
others  as  may  associate  with  them,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they 
hereby  are,  incorporated  and  established  as  a  religious  society,  l)y  the 
name  of  the  Boston  Society  of  the  New  Jerusalem,  with  all  the  })owei-.s 
and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  of  other  religious  socie- 
ties, according  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonweahh. 

Sect.  2.  —  Be  it  further  enacted,  'J'hat  said  Society  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  may  break,  alter,  and  renew  at 
pleasure;  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued  in  any  actions, 
real,  personal,  or  mixed,  in  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same  ;  sh:ill 
and  may  take  and  hold,  in  fee-simple  or  otherwise,  by  gift,  grant, 
devise,  or  purchase,  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  tlie  aggregate  amount 
of  which  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars;  and  may  sell  and  dib- 
pose  of  the  same  at  ])leasure. 

Sect.  3.  —  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  justice  of  the  peace  for 
the  county  of  Suffolk,  U{)()n  application  therefor,  is  herel)}'  authorized 
to  issue  a  warrant,  directed  to  a  member  of  said  Society,  recpiiring 
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him  to  notify  and  warn  the  members  of  said  religious  Society  in 
Boston  to  meet,  at  such  time  and  phice  as  shall  be  expressed  in  said 
Avarrant,  for  the  choice  of  such  olHcers  as  religious  societies  have  a 
right  to  choose  at  their  annual  meetings.

The  Boston  Society  of  the  New  Jerusalem  are  hereby  authorized  to 
hold  their  house  for  public  worship,  and  for  other  uses,  together  with 
the  land  on  which  it  stands,  provided  the  income  accruing  from  such 
uses  shall  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  parocliial  purposes.

Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  as  follows:  The  Boston  Society  of  the  New 
Jerusalem,  in  addition  to  the  ])ower  given  in  the  second  section  of  its 
chai'ter,  may  take  and  hold  for  religious  and  charitable  ])urposes,  in 
fee-simple  or  otherwise,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  purchase,  any  estate, 
real  or  personal,  the  annual  income  of  which  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  three  thousand  dollars.

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  to  incorporate  the  Boston  Society 
OF  the  NilW  Jerusalem. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows:  The  Boston  Society  of  the  Xew 
Jerusalem,  in  addition  to  the  })ower  given  in  the  second  section  of  its 
charter  of  incorporation  and  in  other  acts  in  addition  thereto,  may 
take  and  hold  for  religious,  charitable,  and  educational  purposes,  in 
fee-simple  or  otherwise,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  j)urchase,  any  real 
or  personal  estate,  jirovidcd  the  annual  income  of  all  said  estate  shall 
not  exceed  six  thousand  dollars.

Sect.  1.  —  Any  male  member  of  the  Church  known  as  the  Boston 
Society  of  the  New  Jerusalem  may  become  a  member  of  this  Cor- 
poration on  application  to  the  Clerk,  and  subscribing  liis  assent  to 
the  By-laws;  and  any  such  person,  ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  the 
said  Church,  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  this  Corporation. 

Sect.  2.  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member,  who  does  not  pay 
either  pew-rent  or  taxes  to  the  New-Jerusalem  Society,  to  contribute 
to  the  funds  of  this  Corporation  at  least  once  a  year. 

Sect.  3.  —  All  moneys  contributed  as  donations  for  the  uses  of 
this  Corporation  may  be  paid  to  the  Collector,  and  by  him  paid  to 
the  Treasurer. 

Sect.  4. — Any  member  may  withdraw  from  the  Corporation  by 
filing  with  the  Clerk  a  written  notice  of  his  desire  so  to  do. 

Sect.  5,  —  The  Corporation  shall  hold  its  aimual  meeting  on  the 
fourth  Tuesday  of  April  j  and,  at  that  meeting,  a  Moderator,  and  all 
the  officers  of  the  Corporation,  shall  be  chosen  by  written  ballots. 
All  meetings,  whether  annual  or  special,  shall  be  called  by  posting,  at 
least  seven  days  before  such  meeting,  a  notice  thereof,  embracing  a 
copy  of  the  articles  of  the  warrant,  certified  by  the  Clerk,  or,  in  case 
of  his  absence  or  inability,  by  the  Treasurer,  or  by  a  Clurk  ]>ru  Ion. 
appointed  therefor  by  the  Assessors,  at  the  usual  i)lace  of  meeting  for 
public  worship. 

Sect.  G.  —  Special  meetings  may  at  any  time  be  called  by  the 
Standing  Committee,  as  provided  by  law  ;  and  shall  be  called  on 
application  of  any  five  members. 

Sect.  7.  —  The  officers  shall  be  five  Assessors,  a  Treasurer,  a 
Collector,  and  a  Clerk,  who  shall  be  sworn  according  to  law,  and,  if 
present  when  chosen,  shall  be  sworn  forthwith  ;  and  the  Assessors 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee.  None  but  members  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  eligible  to  these  ollices. 

Sect.  8.  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  have 
the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  business  of  this  Corporation, 
and  to  act  as  the  efiective  agents  and  organs  uf  the  same ;  to  order 
by  their  warrant  the  calling  of  meetings  of  the  Corjioration,  whenever 
they  think  expedient,  or  whenever  api)lied  for  in  writing  by  five  mem- 
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bers  ;  to  advise  and  consult  Avitli  the  Pastor  and  Assistant  ^linister 
on  the  part  of  the  Corporation  ;  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer 
and  Collector ;  and  to  report  at  the  annual  meeting  their  general  acts 
during  the  year,  and  the  names  and  number  of  those  who  have  joined 
or  left  the  Corporation. 

Sect.  9.  —  It  sliall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  preserve  a  correct 
list  of  the  members  of  the  Corporation,  and  their  places  of  residences ; 
to  keep  a  record  of  the  doings  of  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation, 
agreeably  to  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth ;  to  preserve  all  reports 
and  papers  belonging  to  the  Corporation  ;  to  notify  meetings  on  the 
warrant  of  the  Standing  Committee;  and  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Corporation  till  a  Moderator  is  chosen. 

Sect.  10.  —  All  moneys  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  Treasurer,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Standing  Committee  ;  and  he  shall  present  at 
each  annual  meeting  a  full  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
during  the  preceding  year. 

Sect.  11.  —  The  Treasurer  shall  act,  in  the  disposition  of  all  tlie 
moneys  or  other  property  of  the  Corporation  received  by  him,  in 
accordance  \\iih  directions,  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing 
Committee  to  prescribe  from  time  to  time,  in  writing,  for  his  govern- 
ment. 

Sect.  12.  — In  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  Clerk,  the  Treasurer 
shall  post  notices  of  all  meetings,  and  one  of  tlie  Asse  ssors  sliall  pre- 
side till  a  Moderator  be  chosen  ;  after  which,  the  fu:st  business  in 
order  shall  be  the  choice  of  a  C'lerk  2>^'o  tcm. 

Sect.  13.  —  All  obligations  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Treasurer,  as  such,  and  be  approved  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  14.  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to  use  diligence 
and  prom])tness  in  obtaining  payment  of  the  sums  due  to  the  Corpo- 
ration, and  to  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  without  delay  ;  and  at  the 
close  of  each  year,  and  at  any  other  time  when  recpiired,  to  furnish 
the  Treasurer  with  a  particular  account  of  all  the  receipts.

PLAN  OF  ORGAXIZATIOX. 

Article  First.  This  Society  is  formed  for  the  worship  of  God  in 
conformity  with  the  doctrines  of  the  New  Jerusalem,  as  the  same  are 
revealed  in  his  Word,  and  taught  in  the  theological  writings  of  Ema- 
nuel Swedenborg. 

Article  Second.  This  Society  hereby  invites  the  Church  under  the 
pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Worcester,  and  known  as  the  Boston 
Society  of  the  New  Jerusalem,  to  unite  with  this  Society  in  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  religious  wor^^hip,  services,  and  ordinances  ;  and, 
upon  their  acceptance  of  this  invitation,  tliey  shall  be  recognized  as 
the  Church  connected  with  this  Society,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  properly  belonging  to  them  in  that  capacity, 
according  to  the  usages  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Article  Third.  The  Church  shall  have  the  right  to  select  the  pastor 
(or  colleague  pastor,  when  the  Church  and  Society  shall  deem  it  expe- 
dient to  have  one),  to  be  i)roj)osed  to  the  Society  for  their  concurrence. 
If  they  do  not  concur,  the  selection  shall  have  no  etlect ;  but,  if  they 
do  concur  and  approve,  a  joint  call  shall  be  given  to  the  person  so 
selected  and  approved. 

Article  Fourth.  Whenever  the  Church  and  Society  shall  be  destitute 
of  a  settled  pastor,  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  Church  and  Society,  con- 
sisting of  nine  persons,  of  whom  five  shall  be  chosen  by  tlie  Church 
and  four  by  the  Society,  shall  sup})ly  the  ])ulpit,  and  adopt  all  mea- 
sures necessary  to  that  end.  Temporary  supplies  of  the  pulpit,  during 
the  absence  or  sickness  of  the  pastor,  shall  be  provided  for  by  the 
pastor  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

Article  Fifth.  The  amount  of  s;dary  to  be  j)aid  to  the  pastor  sliuU 
be  fixed  and  paid  by  the  Society. 

Article  Sixth.  By  the  word  "  Church  "  in  this  i)lan  and  articles, 
so  far  as  relates  to  the  right  of  voting'  therein,  is  meant  male  numbers 
of  the  Church,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  mow. 

Article  Scccntli.  These  articles  may  l)e  cliangetl  by  the  concurrent 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  })roi)rietors  of  pews.  -*

First,  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  tliis  Society  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Pru- 
dential Committee  shall  appoint. 

Secojid,  At  each  annual  meeting,  the  follo^ving  officers  and  com- 
mittees shall  be  chosen,  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
others  are  chosen  and  qualified  for  that  purpose ;  and  vacancies  may 
be  filled  at  other  meetings  called  for  that  purpose ;  and  the  Standing 
Committee  may  fill  any  such  vacancy  until  an  election  by  the  Society : 
viz.,  a  Clerk,  seven  Assessors,  a  Treasurer  and  a  Collector,  two  Audi- 
tors, and  a  Director  of  INIusic.  These  ofRcers  sliall  be  chosen  by 
ballot,  and  all  but  the  Director  of  Music  shall  take  the  oath  of  ofhce ; 
and  they  shall,  excepting  the  Auditors,  and  Director  of  Music, 
togetlier  constitute  the  Standing  or  Prudential  Committee  of  the 
Society. 

Third,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Society  until  a  INIoderator  be  chosen ;  to  keep  a  record  of  all  votes 
passed  at  such  meetings,  and  a  record  of  all  deeds  of  conveyance  of 
])ews  in  the  meeting-house,  lie  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  So- 
ciety, when  thereto  requested  in  writing  by  any  five  legal  voters.  All 
corporate  meetings  shall  be  called  by  him,  by  posting  a  notice  of  the 
time,  place,  and  objects  thereof,  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  the  ves- 
tibule of  the  meeting-house,  for  seven  days  immediately  preceding  the 
time  appointed  for  such  meeting ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  or  in- 
ability of  the  Clerk,  his  duties  may  be  performed  by  the  Treasurer. 

Fourth,  The  Prudential  or  Standing  Committee  shall  have  authority 
to  make  such  repairs  upon  the  meeting-house  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  necessary;  to  provide  for  ligliting  and  warming  the  building  j 
to  appoint  the  sexton,  and  fix:  his  com[)ensation  ;  and,  generally,  to 
manage  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  corporation ;  expending, 
however,  only  such  sums  of  money  as  shall  be  placed  at  tlieir  dis})osal 
by  the  Society  for  the  above  ])urposes. 

Fifth,  The  Director  of  Music  shall  have  authority  to  make  arrange- 
ments in  respect  to  the  music  of  our  public  worship,  and  to  provide 
therefor. 
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SixfJiy  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  moneys  beloiiging  to 
the  corporation ;  and  shall  present  his  accounts,  properly  audited,  at 
each  annual  meeting.  No  money'  shall  be  paid  out  by  him  unless 
pursuant  to  a  vote  of  the  corporation,  or  by  order  of  some  Standing 
Committee  thereto  authorized  by. vote  of  the  corporation. 

Seventhj  The  Collector  shall  collect  all  taxes  and  assessments  upon 
pews,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 

Eighlhf  All  deeds  of  pews  from  the  corporation  sliall  be  given  on 
such  terms  as  the  corporation  shall  direct,  and  shall  be  sealed  with  its 
corporate  seal,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer,  and  countersigned 
by  the  Clerk.  AH  subsequent  transfers  of  pews  shall  be  by  deed,  to  be 
recorded  by  the  Clerk.  All  deeds  of  real  estate  from  the  corporation 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal. 

Ninths  The  taxes  on  the  pews  shall  be  payable  quarterly. 

Tenths  The  Pastor,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Church,  may  grant  the  use  of  the  meeting-house  for  all  religious 
meetings  of  the  Society  or  Church ;  but,  for  all  other  purposes,  the 
Prudential  Committee  may  grant  tlie  use  of  the  house  as  they  deem 
expedient,  but  subject  to  any  order  of  the  Society. 

Eleventh^  At  all  corporate  meetings,  every  owner  of  one  or  more 
shares  of  stock  until  the  first  sale  of  pews,  and  thereafter  every  owner 
of  a  pew  being  legally  qualified  to  vote  in  civil  affairs,  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote;  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  more. 

Tioelfth,  These  By-laws  shall  not  be  enlarged,  diminished,  or  altered, 
unless  by  three-fourths  of  the  legal  voters  present  at  a  meeting  regu- 
larly notified  for  that  purpose. 


At  the  time  when  the  Plan  of  Organization  and  the  Py-laws  were 
ado])ted,  Peleg  W.  Chandler  was  chosen  Clerk  of  the  Corjioration, 
and  the  following  votes  were  ])assed  ;  namely :  — 

Voted,  That  Caleb  Reed,  J.  II.  Wilkins,  Samj)son  Kccd,  A\'illiLim 
Parsons,  Richard  B.  Carter,  Newton  M.  Keen,  \\'illiani  A  W'elhnan, 
members  of  the  Building  Committee  heretofore  chosen  by  the  subsc  ri- 
bers to  the  stock  for  building  the  meetiiig-house,  be  hereby  confirmed  in 
that  oflice,  and  chosen  as  the  Building  Committee  of  this  corporation  : 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  comi)lete  the  contracts 
made  by  them,  and  to  complete  and  furnish  the  meeting-house  ;  to 


appraise  the  pews,  and  arrange  for  the  sale  thereof ;  with  all  the  powers 
originally  granted  to  the  Building  Committee  by  the  subscribers,  and 
all  those  properly  belonging  to  their  office. 

Voted  J  That  this  Society  do  now  and  hereby  invite  the  Ptev.  Thomas 
Worcester  to  become  their  pastor,  minister,  and  religious  teacher,  and 
to  officiate  as  such  for  them. 

Voted,  That  this  Society  will  pay  to  Mr.  Worcester,  if  he  shall 
accept  this  invitation,  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum, 
payable  quarterly.* 

Votedy  That,  upon  the  acceptance  of  Mr.  Worcester  of  the  invitation 
given  hira,  he  shall  be  considered  as  duly  settled  as  the  ])astor,  minis- 
ter, and  religious  teacher  of  this  Society,  without  any  further  act  or 
ceremony  ;  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
appertaining  to  that  office,  according  to  the  laws  and  usages  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

Voted,  That  the  Clerk  of  this  Society  communicate  to  the  Kev.  Mr. 
Worcester,  and  to  the  Boston  Society  of  the  New  Jerusalem,  the  pre- 
ceding votes,  and  Plan  of  Organization  relating  to  them. 

Voted,  That  this  Society  adopt,  as  their  common  seal,  a  seal  bearing 
the  following  words  ;  namely, The  seal  of  the  New-Jerusalem  Society, 
organized  April  28,  1815." 

Voted,  That  the  Clerk  be  directed  to  cause  the  organization  of  this 
Society,  and  the  proceedings  thereat,  to  be  entered  on  the  records  of 
the  City  Clerk,  according  to  law. 

In  accordance  with  the  last  vote,  the  organization  of  this  Society, 
and  the  proceedings  thereat,  are  entered  at  large  in  the  llecords  of 
Religious  Societies,"  vol.  i.  fol.  1(3;  INIay  8,  1845,  c^'c.

2.  That  the  Word  is  Divine  Truth,  proceedin*,'-  from  the  Lord;  that 
it  was  written  by  inspiration,  and  is  adapted  to  all  the  various  states  of 
angels  and  men ;  and  that  thus  it  is  the  Divine  ^Medium  by  which  men 
are  consociated  with  angels,  and  by  which  men  and  angels  are  con- 
joined with  the  Lord.
